Coach  Rocco  has  been  facing  Coach  Priore  and  the  Seawolves  for 
10  years  dating  back  to  his  days  at  Liberty.  Rocco  is  4-3  all-time 
against  Stony  Brook. 

The  win  at  Albany  marked  the  second  straight  game-winning 
drive  for  redshirt  junior  Pat  Kehoe.  In  the  past  two  wins,  Kehoe  is 
9-of-ll  passing  in  the  final  two  minutes. 

Kehoe  is  just  162  yards  away  from  reaching  2,000  on  the  year. 

He  would  be  just  the  13th  player  in  Delaware  history  to  reach  that 
milestone. 

With  his  seven  tackle,  two  turnover  performance  against  Albany, 
senior  Charles  Bell  moved  up  to  16th  all-time  in  tackles  with  306  for 
his  illustrious  career.

STRENGH  VS.  STRENGTH 

Delaware  enters  today’s  contest  as  one  of  the  best  teams  in  the  country  at  punching  it 
into  the  endzone  when  opportunity  knocks.  The  Blue  Hens  rank  eighth  in  the  nation  and 
second  in  the  league  at  red  zone  offense,  scoring  on  32  of  their  35  trips  for  a  91-percent 
clip. 

Stony  Brook  comes  in  as  the  league’s  top  red  zone  defense  and  ranks  fifth  in  the  country, 
holding  its  opposition  to  just  63-percent  scoring  rate  in  the  redzone. 

WE  DON’T  NEED  NO  TURNOVER  CHAIN 

The  Blue  Hens  will  look  to  continue  their  success  in  turning  over  the  opposition  after  their  three 
takeaway  performance  against  Albany.  Since  Coach  Rocco’s  arrival  last  fall,  Delaware  is  10-2 
when  forcing  at  least  two  turnovers  in  a  game. 

With  14  INTs  on  the  year,  Delaware  ranks  second  in  the  league  and  sixth  in  the  country,  led  by 
three  from  Preseason  All-American  Nasir  Adderley.  Even  more  impressive  is  the  fact  that  NINE 
different  players  have  at  least  one  INT  this  year  for  the  Blue  Hens.

It's  no  surprise  that  All-CAA  kicker  Frank  Raggo  has  a  soccer  background.  That  soccer 
background  runs  back  to  one  of  tbe  most  historical  players  in  soccer  bistory,  Pole.  Raggo's 
grandfather,  Julio  Mazzei,  served  as  the  head  coach  of  the  New  York  Cosmos  of  the  NASL 
and  played  a  major  role  in  bringing  Pele  to  play  in  the  U.S. 

QUITE  A  LINEAGE 

Nasir  Adderley  made  highlight  reel  play  after  highlight  reel  play  in  2017.  He's  one  of  only 
two  players  in  all  of  FCS  that  had  75  tackles  and  five  INTs  last  year.

Outside  of  his 
athletic  prowess,  he  spent  several  years  serving  as  a  volunteer  firefighter.

Other  than  his  family,  it's  tough  to  find  anything  that  head  coach  Danny  Rocco  loves  more 
than  his  nearly  200-pound  St.  Bernard,  Max. 

BY  GOD,  THAT'S  KRETKOWSKI'S  MUSIC 

If  one  were  to  talk  to  James  Kretkowski  without  seeing  him,  you  may  not  get  the  impres¬ 
sion  of  a  big,  intimidating  figure.  However,  bis  6-6, 305-pound  frame  matched  with  his  long 
hair  and  impressive  beard  make  bim  a  prime  candidate  for  professional  wrestling,  which  is 
exactly  what  the  Oceanside,  N.Y.  native  hopes  to  pursue  after  his  collegiate  playing  career 
is  over. 


CHAIN  MOVER 

Senior  WR  Vinny  Papale  has  been  huge  for  the  Blue  Hens  this  fall  with  11  of  his  30  catches  coming  on  third  down  to  move  the  chains  for  the  Delaware 
offense. 


LEGS  OF  MASS  DESTRUCTION 

After  his  booting  his  ninth  punt  of  the  year  of  over  50+  yards  against  Albany,  Nick  Pritchard  moved  into  the  top  spot  in  the  CAA,  averaging  42.5  yards 
per  punt,  that  mark  puts  him  16th  in  the  country.  Pritchard’s  career  punt  overage  of  41.6  currently  ranks  second  all-time  to  only  Eric  Enderson  at  43.6. 

Classmate  Joke  Roth  leads  the  CAA  and  ranks  in  the  top-10  nationally  with  33  touchbacks  this  fall.  He  currently  has  70  for  his  career.  Both  the  33  this 
year  and  the  70  for  his  career  are  program  records.  He  has  70  career  touchbacks  in  147  kickoffs  (a  .476 
success  rate). 


STOP  WHERE  YOU  ARE 

Delaware’s  defense  has  flexed  its  muscles  when  its  back  has  been  up  against  the  wall  this  year.  In  the 
opponents’  28  trips  to  the  red  zone  this  fall,  only  14  TDs  (50-percent)  have  been  scored  on  those  trips. 

Nine  of  those  have  resulted  in  FGs  and  five  have  been  thwarted  for  no  points. 

CONNECT  FOUR 

Delaware  is  one  of  only  three  schools  that  have  competed  at  the  ECS  level  since  1990  and  have  at  least 
four  wins  in  every  season.  The  Blue  Hens  are  joined  by  Montana  and  Northern  Iowa. 

ACCOLADES  APLENTY 

Last  week,  redshirt  junior  QB  Pat  Kehoe  was  named  CAA  Offensive  Player  of  the  Week  award  marking 
the  third  straight  week  that  a  Blue  Hen  had  taken  at  least  one  weekly  award  home.  Kehoe  was  the  first 
Delaware  QB  since  Tim  Donnelly  in  2011  to  win  the  honor. 

Earlier  this  year,  senior  Troy  Reeder  won  back-to-back  defensive  player  of  the  week  honors,  while 
classmate  Nasir  Adderley  was  named  the  CAA  Special  Teams  player  of  the  week  after  his  92-yard  TD 
return  against  UNH. 

THEY  TRULY  ARE  SPECIAL 

Frank  Raggo  has  now  made  39  career  field  goals,  which  is  tied  for  second  all-time  in  program  history 
behind  only  41  by  Jon  Striefsky  (2005-09)..  He  has  now  made  101  career  PATs  and  is  just  ninth  UD  player 
to  hit  100+.  He  has  218  career  points  kicking,  which  ranks  fourth  all-time.  Raggo’s  next  EG  of  40+  would 
set  the  career  record,  which  he  is  currently  tied  with  Sean  Baner  at  10. 

CENTURY  23 

In  the  win  over  Richmond  on  October  6,  Head  Coach  Danny  Rocco  record  his  100th  career  victory.  He  is 
only  the  23rd  active  ECS  head  coach  with  100  or  more  career  wins.  Five  of  those  23  coaches  reside  in 
the  CAA.  (Laycock,  McDonnell,  Gattuso,  Priore).

University  of  Delaware  Director  of  Athletics  and  Recreation  Services  Chrissi  Rawak  announced  on  Dec.  14, 2016  that  Danny  Rocco,  who  enjoyed  outstanding  success  at  NCAA 
Division  I  PCS  members  Liberty  University  and  University  of  Richmond,  had  been  selected  to  lead  the  Blue  Hens  as  head  football  coach. 

Rocco,  58.  who  has  three  iO-win  seasons  and  three  NCAA  PCS  Playoff  appearances  under  his  belt,  became  just  the  23rd  head  coach  in  Delaware's  ]25-season  history  and  just 

the  sixth  nead  coach  since  1940. 

A  veteran  of  33  seasons  as  a  football  coach,  including  the  last  12  as  a  head  coach  at  the  NCAA  Division  I  PCS  level,  Rocco  has  found  nothing  but  success.  That  success  followed 
him  to  Delaware  in  his  first  season. 

Rocco  led  the  Blue  Hens  to  a  7-4  record  in  2017,  a  three-win  improvement  from  the  previous  year  and  on  the  brink  of  the  program's  first  PCS  playoff  berth  since  2010. 

In  his  12  seasons  as  a  head  coach,  he  has  never  posted  a  losing  season  and  owns  a  career  record  of  97-46  (.678). 

A  native  of  Huntingdon,  Pa.  and  a  1984  graduate  of  Wake  forest  University,  Rocco  inherits  a  program  that  has  won  six  national  championships,  finished  as  national  runner-up 
five  times,  made  20  NCAA  Tournament  appearances,  and  captured  16  conference  championships. 

Rocco  transformed  the  Spiders  back  into  a  national  power  during  his  five-year  tenure.  He  inherited  a  team  that  went  3-8  in  201]  and  led  the  2012  squad  to  a  five-win  turn¬ 
around  with  an  8-3  overall  record  and  a  share  of  the  CAA  title. 

He  went  on  to  lead  Richmond  to  a  five-year  record  of  43-22  that  included  three  consecutive  NCAA  Tournament  appearances,  including  a  berth  in  the  semifinals  in  2015  and  a 
trip  to  the  quarterfinals  this  past  season. 

He  was  named  the  Touchdown  Club  of  Richmond  Coach  of  the  Year  in  both  2012  and  2015  and  was  a  finalist  for  the  PCS  Eddie  Robinson  National  Coacb  of  the  Year  award 
both  of  those  seasons. 

During  his  12  seasons  as  a  head  coach  (five  at  Richmond,  six  at  Liberty),  he  has  been  a  National  Coach  of  the  Year  finalist  five  times,  and  has  won  six  conference  champion¬ 
ships  and  four  conference  Coach  of  the  Year  honors. 

He  has  coached  167  all-conference  honorees  and  32  student-athletes  who  garnered  All-American  honors,  including  two  Delaware  student-athletes  in  2017  -  Brody  Kern  and 
Bilal  Nichols. 

fourteen  different  players  under  Rocco's  tutelage  have  gone  on  to  earn  professional  contracts  and  his  teams  have  finished  in  the  final  PCS  Top-25  poll  in  eight  of  the  past  iO 
seasons,  including  finishing  No.  3  in  2015. 

During  his  time  with  the  Spiders,  Richmond  defeated  14  nationally-ranked  opponents,  including  a  victory  over  then-No.3  James  Madison  during  the  2015  season  when  ESPN's 
College  GameDay  was  in  Harrisonburg,  Va. 

Rocco  is  only  the  third  man  in  Colonial  Athletic  Association  football  (formerly  Yankee  Conference  and  Atlantic  10  Conference)  history  to  serve  as  head  coach  at  two  different 
institutions.  Jim  Reid  coached  at  former  CAA  member  Massachusetts  in  1986-91  before  moving  on  to  serve  as  head  coach  at  Richmond  in  1995-2003.  Current  University  of 
Michigan  defensive  coordinator  Don  Brown  was  head  coach  at  Northeastern  in  2000-03  before  moving  over  to  UMass  in  2004-08. 

At  Liberty,  Rocco  made  an  immediate  impact,  taking  over  a  program  that  had  gone  J-JO  in  2005  and  building  tbe  flames  into  a  Big  South  Conference  power.  He  led  his  first 
team  to  a  6-5  record  (the  largest  turnaround  of  any  PCS  program  that  season)  and  guided  the  squad  to  Big  South  Conference  Championship  four  times  in  six  seasons. 

He  posted  an  overall  record  of  47-20  (26-5  in  league  play)  and  was  named  Big  South  Coach  of  the  Year  four  times.  He  would  go  on  to  be  named  a  finalist  for  the  national 
Edcfie  Robinson  Award  and  Liberty  Mutual  Coach  of  the  Year  Award  in  each  of  the  final  three  seasons  in  Lynchburg.  Liberty  finished  the  last  four  years  ranked  inside  the  Top 
25  in  both  major  PCS  polls. 


Before  becoming  a  head  coach,  Rocco  spent  23  seasons  at  the  NCAA  Division  I  Bowl  Subdivision  (FBS) 
and  National  Football  League  levels. 

Prior  to  bis  arrival  at  Liberty,  Rocco  spent  tbe  previous  five  seasons  at  Virginia.  He  was  a  part  of  four 
consecutive  bowl  appearances  for  the  Cavaliers,  including  back-to-back  Continental  Tire  Bowl  victories 
in  2002  and  2003.  During  bis  time  in  Charlottesville,  UVA  piled  up  37  wins  with  Rocco  serving  as  the 
associate  head  coach  and  linebackers  coach  under  Al  Groh. 

In  addition  to  his  coaching  duties  with  the  Cavaliers,  he  also  served  as  the  recruiting  coordinator  during 
his  first  two  years  in  Charlottesville.  His  2002  recruiting  class  was  ranked  in  the  top  10  in  the  nation  by 
many  of  the  major  recruiting  services,  including  a  fifth-place  ranking  by  ESPN. 

Prior  to  UVA,  Rocco  spent  the  2000  season  alongside  Groh  as  an  assistant  linebacker  and  special  teams 
coacb  with  the  New  York  Jets.  Before  joining  the  Jets,  he  was  the  linebackers  coach  at  Maryland  during 
the  1998  and  1999  campaigns. 


Prior  to  his  time  in  College  Park,  Rocco  spent  four  seasons  at  the  University  of  Texas,  where  the  Long¬ 
horns  captured  three  straight  conference  titles,  including  winning  the  inaugural  Big  12  Championship 
in  1996  and  earning  three  consecutive  trips  to  bowl  games  (Sun  Bowl,  Sugar  Bowl  and  Fiesta  Bowl). 


Before  Tom  Cougblin  was  a  Super  Bowl  winning  coacb  with  the  New  York  Giants,  he  was  Rocco's  mentor 
at  Boston  College  for  two  seasons.  As  a  defensive  assistant,  Rocco  was  a  part  of  the  revitalization  of  the 
Golden  Eagles,  returning  the  program  to  the  national  stage  as  participants  in  the  1992  Hall  of  Fame 
Bowl  and  the  1993  Carquest  Bowl. 


Rocco  also  spent  the  1987  season  as  the  linebackers  coacb  at  Colorado  under  Bill  McCartney  and  three 
seasons  as  the  linebackers  coach  at  Tulsa. 

The  start  of  Rocco's  coaching  career  came  at  his  alma  mater.  Wake  Forest,  where  he  spent  three  sea¬ 
sons  in  total,  two  as  a  graduate  assistant  and  one  as  the  defensive  line  coach  during  the  1986  season. 

As  a  player,  Rocco's  collegiate  career  began  at  Penn  State,  where  he  earned  two  varsity  letters  and  competed  in  the  1979  Liberty  Bowl  and  tbe  1980  Fiesta  Bowl  before 
transferring  to  Wake  Forest.  While  in  Winston-Salem,  he  was  a  two-year  starter  and  senior  captain  for  Groh. 

He  was  no  stranger  to  coaching  after  growing  up  in  a  football  family.  His  father,  Frank  Rocco,  Sr.,  served  as  an  assistant  coach  at  Penn  State  before  joining  tbe  Liberty  staff 
in  2000.  Frank  Rocco,  Jr.,  also  joined  tbe  Flames  staff  in  2000  as  a  wide  receivers  and  auarterbacks  coacb  and  received  a  promotion  to  offensive  coordinator  prior  to  his 
departure  in  2003.  Frank,  and  brother,  Dave,  are  both  currently  coaching  at  the  high  scnool  level  in  Virginia. 

In  January  of  2016,  Rocco  was  elected  to  the  American  Football  Coaches  Association  Board  of  Trustees. 

Rocco  is  married  to  the  former  Julie  Mills  and  they  are  the  parents  of  two  children,  David  and  Amy.  David  currently  serves  as  offensive  coordinator  at  Western  Illinois  University.
